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Over the course of the 2007-08 school year the Legislative 
Assembly of Alberta welcomed over |,060 participants, 
comprised of students, teachers and parent volunteers, to 
the School at the Legislature program. The program attracted 
32 classes from across Alberta, including the communities 

of Wabamun, Clyde, Rimbey, Mundare, St. Albert, Redcliff, 
Grande Cache, Tilley, Cadotte Lake, Calgary and Edmonton. 


The Legislature community continues to embrace the 
program by providing personal interviews and interactive 
presentations. These dynamic sessions provide students 

with an in-depth, hands-on experience of the parliamentary 
process. Both students and Legislative Assembly staff continue 
to enjoy the connection and find the program a rewarding 
experience. 


Our family of community partners includes CKUA Radio 
Network, Priority Printing Limited, ACCESS The Education 
Station, VIA Rail Canada and the Rotary Club of Edmonton. 
Additionally, an anonymous contribution enabled two of 

the out-of-town classes to attend the program. In total, 
in-kind sponsorship dollars amounted to over $92,000 and 
contributed towards the production of print and promotional 
material, television and radio advertisements, accommodation 
and food expenses for classes outside the Edmonton area, 
program fees for inner-city schools and a round trip rail ride 
for one of the out-of-town classes. Through the generous 
support from all our sponsors the program continues to 
provide a unique and memorable learning experience for all.

Teachers find this workshop to be an invaluable 
source of information, with a tremendous opportunity to develop 
a support network among fellow teachers. 


As a member of the Edmonton Inquiring Minds Site-based 
Schools, which comprises co-ordinators from museum school, 
zoo school, ice school, Fort Edmonton school and Edmonton’s 
City Hall school, we enthusiastically welcomed co-ordinators 
from other sites pursuing site-based school programs. These 
included Northern Alberta Jubilee Auditorium, Devonian Botanical 
Garden and Junior Achievement. All co-ordinators meet regularly 
to organize collaborative in-service workshops for teachers and 
to discuss promotional strategies for site-based schools. These 
informative sessions provide teachers with an overview of all 

the site-based school programs available and highlight the unique 
features offered at each site. Last year over 200 teachers attended 
the workshops. 


The School at the Legislature program is actively promoted 

at teachers’ conventions throughout the province, where 
information and promotional materials about programs offered at 
the Legislature are distributed.
